ware weve three red orick detention buildings, each 60 yards by 15 yards in 
. Ywo Warehouses, each 12 yarde by 5 yerde, and theese other buildings: Thera 
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were six detention rooms, cach sit¢egodating 10 to 15 men, In eath room there 
ove stove, one toilet, and two lerge wooden beds for the mon. One blanket 
jesued to each mn. There were also a nunber of solitary confinemcnt rooms 
inet 6 feet by 6 feot, without windows. The entire cayp was surrounded by a 
ivipbed wie fence vhich ws electrified. Three guard boxes were set into the 
fenre at intervals. . 


Uroakfest and suprer consisted of 200 grams of black tread, a cup of tea and 

4 orang af salted veeetablcs. Luach was 260 grams of black bread and a cup 

of plain water. Tuo or three prisoners died cach wock of unspecified dissazes; 
no ommounrement was ever made, but after each death all cells were disinfected. 
Peiseners in the cells were not allowed to talk to one another.
